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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 3-6 and 12-13 have been cancelled. The active claims are 1-2, 7-11 and 

14-20. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims, 1-2, 7-11 and 14-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over House (USP 6,785,805) in view of Cline (USP 7,136,908). 

Details of the rejections have already been set forth in the last Office action. The 
details are incorporated herein by reference thereto. 

Response 

In the communication filed on 10/31/2007, Applicants contended that House 
never specifically cites built-to-order networks. The Examiner disagrees. House clearly 
specifically cites built-to-order networks in the last sentence of his abstract. 

Applicant argue for patentability solely that House and Cline did not teach the 
step of updating data on the integrated computer network after it has been received by 
the customer in order to reflect changes since the service directory was established on, 
built on, or synchronized with the integrated computer network. The Examiner 
disagrees. As set forth in the Office Action mailed on 3/20/2007, House teaches a built- 
to-order system. House further teaches on line configuration in line 41 of column 16. 
Cline teaches transferring service directory from one network to another. See claims 1 ,

and is required to be updated. If the service directory changes during the shipping 
period and if the user wishes to have the latest update of the service directory before he 
uses the shipped integrated computer network, it would have been obvious to a person 
of ordinary skill in the art to update the integrated network after ii is received so that he 
has the most current service directory.
